2 Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document) an 
exchangeable pipette tip ejector assembly which is seated on the pipette body 
(see fig.4 and col. 3, lines 8-29). 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 3 differs in that two 
coaxial toothed wheels are engaged with two toothed bars formed on the push 
button (claim 1) or ejector pusher (claim 3) instead of one toothed wheel used in 
D1. 

The subject-matter of claims 1 and 3 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT) 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as reducing 
the force required to eject the tip from the pipette. This problem is solved by using 
two coaxial toothed wheels which make the same rotational movement around 
their common axis when the push button of the ejector is pressed. D1 neither 
discloses nor suggests the proposed solution. 

Therefore, an inventive step can be acknowledged for the subject-matter of claims 
1 and 3 (Article 33 (3) PCT). 

3 Claims 2 and 4 being dependent on claims 1 and 3 respectively do as such also 
meet the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step.
